LESSON TEXT-I King» 8:22-80. 
GOLDEN TEXT—My houae «hall b« 
callod a house of prayer for all people. 
Isa. oG:7. 


To teach this lesson properly refer* 
ence must be made to the building of 
the temple (ch. 6), to the building of 
Solomon's palace and that for his 
Egyptian wife (ch. 7), and also to the 
,renewal of the ark from the "tent of 
meeting." in Zion, to Its new dwelling 
place in the temple. 
The time con- 
sumed in erecting the temple (seven 
years, I Kings 6:38), the number of 
men 
employed (approximately 150,- 
000), and the skill and magnificence of 
the building (I Kings 6:7) will serve 
as an interesting introduction to the 
dedication ceremonies proper. 
Those 
present on this occasion are suggested 
in verses two and three; the time 
consumed was seven days (v. 66) and 
the condition of Solomon'a heart (v. 5) 
Is seen in the multitude of his sacri- 
fices. 
The temple marks the begin- 
ning of a new era in Hebrew history, 
one of great outward glory, though 
It was not one of inward strength [ 
as the speedy breaking up of the king- 
dom and the final captivities give evi- 
dence. 
Professor Beecher sets the 
date of this event as being "about the 
twelfth year of Solomon's reign—say 
1012 B. C." There has probably not 
been in all time a sacred building its 
equal for magnificence or situation. 
Read any good Bible dictionary for its 
description. It is a type of the Chris- 
tian (I Cor. 3:10-16). 


I. Solomon's Veneration, vv, 22-24. 
Solomon's temple was a place of sacri- 
fice but more than all it was a house 
of prayer (Matt. 21:13) and his dedi- 
catory prayer ia the longest prayer 
recorded In the Scriptures. 
In it is 
to be found no mention of the temple 
as a place of sacrifice, yet no prayer 
Is heard apart from sacrifice. 
Each 
article of the temple furniture had Its 
special teaching but the greatest teach- 
ing of all was that of God's proximity 
and his readiness to hear the petitions 
of his servants. 
Solomon personally 
brought his thanks and his petition 
before the altar whereon lay tljp sacri- 
fice (see Heb. 9:22; 10:19, 20; John 
14:6), and even there he "spread forth 
bis hands" in token of supplication, 
adoration and worship. We can "come 
boldly to a throne of grace" and need 
not priest or sacrament, for we have 
one who "ever liveth to intercede for 
us," Christ Jesus. 


II. God's Word Verified, vr. 25, 26. 
Solomon repeatedly referred to the 
fact that he has fulfilled God's prom- 
ise to his father David in building 
the temple. 
God is a covenant-keep- 
ing God. 
Upon this fact Solomon 
voices his plea for future blessings. 
Every part of this prayer is worthy 
of careful study. 
Solomon's "there- 
fore" (v. 25) reveals his acceptance 
of God's words to David (ch. 2:4). 
This word of Jehovah is sure and 
steadfast (Jer. 33:17-26) and Solomon's 
use of God's promise (2 Sam. 7:12-16) 
is an exhortation to us that we base 
our petitions upon some one of God's 
promises. 
Praying thus we can rest 
assured that our prayer Is In the will 
of God and therefore that It will be 
heard (I John 5:14, 15). 


III. God's Vision, vv. 27-30. See also 
2 Chron. 7:1-3, 12-22; I Kings 9:1-9. 
AB the king concluded his prayer the 
cloud resting over the holy of holies 
grew bright and dazzling and fire fell 
upon and consumed the sacrifices; the 
priests stood without in awe and 
amazement; the whole people fell upon 
their faces, and worshiped and praised 
Jehovah. Even with all of this special 
manifestation Solomon did not con- 
ceive of 
Jehovah 
a 
"local, 
tribal 
deity." Earth could not contain him, 
nor the heaven and the heaven of 
heavens (v. 27). God fills the whole 
universe (Ps. 129:7-16) yet he did and 
does give us special local manifesta- 
tions of himself. It Is this same vast 
God who dwelt fully in Jesus Christ 
(John 1:14; Col. 2:9). "Will (such a) 
God indeed dwell on the earth?" 
He 
who created the universe? 
Yet this 
God turned this vision towards the 
temple "day and night." 
Solomon cov- 
eted such scrutiny for In that temple 
God had said: "My name shall be 
there" (v, 29) and his noma is "Love" 
(I John 4:8; see also 2 Chron. 6:20, 
40). This prayer is for us granted In 
him whom the temple typifies, our 
Lord Jesus (John 14:13,14). The eyes 
of God are ever towards him end 
ready to answer the petition made In 
his name. There is a great lesson for 
the Christian and for the Christians' 
special 
places 
of 
worship, 
our 
churches, in this wonderful promise of 
Jehovah regarding his name. 


Accompanying this ceremony waB 
the "Feast of Tabernacles" (w. 62, 
63; 2 Chron. 7:4-11) which usually 
lasted seven days but on this occasion 
continued for fourteen days. 
It was 
a time of great joy and gladness of 
heart for all the goodness and mercy 
of the Lord (see I Kings 8:65, 66; 2 
Chron. 7:9. JO). 


Appllcatlen. We are building a tem- 
ple (Eph. 2:19-22); we must dedicate 
that temple to God (Rom. 12:11); our 
trust, our rest will only find its full 
satisfaction in him (Matt. 11:28, 29 
and Heb. chapter 4).

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Barrett Law Bond Payments^ 


In the fact that no other Indiana statute has ever contributed so 
liffgely to street paving work and other phases of municipal improve- 
ment as has the Barrett law providing for the bonding method in 
Bueh work is to be found explanation of the widespread interest in 
the suit recently filed by an Indianapolis man in which he seeks to 
contest some provisions of amendments passed l)y the recent legis- 
lature. 
The suit is an effort to estop the city controller from rein- 
vesting in other Barrett law bonds funds which are paid in by 
property-owners on their bond assessment in advance of maturity of 
the bonds. 
Real estate men. discussing the suit and the amendment 
attacked, took the position that it assumed to prevent the prepay- 
ment of bonds by those whose property had been assessed for im 
provements under the law, and there was a vig;.:'ous protest against 
aijv such arrangement. 
It was contended, ami quite pvopci-ly so, 
that of the fundamental features of the laAV most desirable was/the 
op}>ortunity to the propert3"-OAvner to make his payments as rapidly 
as he was able to do so. 


In this connection, Merrill jMoores, an Indianapolis lawyer of 
high standing, has written an opinion in which he declares that the 
real estate men have taken an erroneous view of the purpose of the 
Buit. 
Prom the vei-y beginning, says Mr. i^.Ioores, the Barrett law 
gave the property owner the right to prepay his assessment by giv- 
ing six months' notice and paying six months extra interest. 
The 
legislature, in 1D13, amended the law so as to take from the property 
owner this privilege of prepayr-icnt. 
That of 1915 again amended 
the law so as to restore the privilege to owners. 


The amendment of 1915, as originally introduced by a 
Fort 
Wayne member, Mr. Moores believes, was eminently right and proper 
and should have been passed in its original foiTa, but it was through 
Indianapolis influences that the provision for the remvestment of 
funds by the city controller was tacked on, and it is this amendment 
that is the basis for the present suit. 
Summed up, the new action 
does not asume to dispute the right of any person interested to pre- 
pay his bond assessment and thus stop interest charges. 
It is mere- 
ly contended that the proceeds of such pai'^ments be turned over to 
the bondholder to whom it of right belopgs instead of being reinvest- 
ed by the city to await the maturity of the bond on which it is a 
payment.

lions of dollars to counterbalance the 
alleged inadequate compensation receiv- 
ed by them during the last six years 
for postal service rendered the govern- 
ment. 
If the other roads of the coun- 
try should file claims of proportionate 
size the total would go 
far 
toward 
1>l;tnkoting fhe resources of the national 
Irc-asury. 


Xo ouc will believe that the govern- 
ment is designedly and willfully unfair 
to railroads in the matter of pay for 
postal car service. 
Nor, on the other 
hand, would one care to charge the rail- 
roads witli a sordid purpose to get more 
tli.'in n f.'iir nite for what they do. 
But 
the squabbling between the government 
and tliese corporations over this ques- 
tion has been going on for a long time, 
and if tlicre is any way by which it can 
be satisfactorily and finally settled, this 
should be done. 


Jt is discreditable that the railroads 
Rhoidd be continually yawping 
about 
compulsion iipon them to do government 
work at a loss. And it is discreditable 
also to the government if there is real 
basis for tliis continual outcry. It per- 
sists, however, day after day. that the 
railroads arc being shamefully imposed 
upon by tlie postoilice department. 


If the court of claims shall get at 
the bottom of this contention, and set- 
tle it, and put an end to railway clam- 
or by ascertaining with which side jus- 
tice 'rests, ajnd rule iiccordingly, it will 
have rendered a very great public serv- 
ieo. The railroads are entitled to equal 
and exact justicc, nothing more, noth- 
ing loPs; and Uncle Sara is entitled to 
tlie same.

to extend their sphere of influence a 
bit further and wet down the dusty 
roads and baking fields of Washington, 
Oregon and California. 


The trouble with most popular weath- 
er lore is that it establishes a rule upon 
insufficient data. 
It is like our Eng- 
lish grammar in that for every page of 
rules it is necessary to

pages of 
exceptions. 
Upon occasion, 
rain has followed battle. 
Matiy times 
it hasn't. 
Therefore, when we assume 
that heavy rains and war always go 
together, we assume something that is 
very hard to prove.

manufacturers look to the Unite<l States 
for a supply of coal tar materials, this 
country being really the largest pro- 
ducer of them in the world. 
Owing to 
wasteful methods of coking coal in this 
country, we send off into the air every 
year upward of $40,000,000 of by-prod- 
ucts that would enter into 
coal 
tar 
manufacturers. 
There are a few com- 
mercial concerns in the countrv, 
how- 
ever, that use the 
modern 
scientific 
processes which are iiniversal in Ger- 
many, and to these the dyestuff indus- 
try must look for relief. 


LIQUOR DEALERS PLAN DEFENSE.

State lietail Liquor Dealers' associa- 
tion, which begins its annual conven-

icatessen dealers, etc. As the president 
of the association says: "Every indus- 
try in the world defends itself, ^^^ly not 
the liquor industry, with 27,OOQ. of us 
paying taxes to state and nation?"

dollars.

Franc Notes Printed in 
France Within Sound of 
Enemy's Guns. 


Paris, July 23.—French soldiers in the 
soutliern area of the war are being paid 
in franc notes printed at the front, and 
in one instance, at all events, on a press 
set up within sound of the 
enemy's 
guns. 


Similar expedients 
have 
frequently 
been adopted aforetimes under like cir- 
cumstances, and for this reason. 
Ex- 
perience has shown that the 
regular 
payment of troops on active service is 
an important matter, since men who 
receive their money allowance" regularly, 
and so are able to provide themselves 
with such little luxuries as 
may 
be 
available, are better contented, and en- 
ter more heartily into the spirit of the 
campaign than do those whose pay is 
withheld from them, or only doled out 
irregularly at uncertain intervals. 


President Kruger found this out for 
himself soon after the outbreak of the 
Eoer war, and made free use of the gold 
mines on the Rand during 
the early 
stages of the campaign in order to ob- 
tain the wherewithal to coin Tnoney to 
pay his burghers. 


One field mint was set up in the Boer 
camp outside Ladysmith and another in 
the western area of the war and at both 
considerable numbers of gold coiils were 
turned out. 


Enormous quantities of siege and bat- 
tlefield money, both notes and coin, were 
turned out by the confederates during 
the American civil war. 
The notes, of 
which many thousands are still in ex- 
istence, are now wortli little or nothing 
save as curiosit ies; but some of the 
pieces of coined money are highly val- 
ued by collectors. 


This is especially the case as regards 
the "Richmond dollars," 
which 
were 
minted inside the town during its long 
siege by the forces of General Grant, 
and which are really very handsome 
coins. 


It is currently said the dies of these 
dollars were cut by a couple of London- 
ers who had enlisted in the confederate 
army, and who had originally been com- 


pelled to leave their native London in 
a hurry because of the misapplied en- 
terprise they had shown there in mak- 
ing money at their own private "»vnts."

July 
23.—"English 
women, of a certain political element, 
as well as British male militarists, will 
have much to answer for after 
this 
war because they did not make tlieir 
stand for peace," said James Larkin, 
noted Irish trade unionist now touring 
America on a world-peace mission. 


"Not only did the suffragists of the 
Mrs. Pankhurst persuasion lend 
their 
influence to war," he said in an inter- 
view here, "but they went so far as

armies. 
She is a whole-souled advo- 
cate of peace. 
But she and her kind 
did not have a voice at The Hague. The 
Pankhurst faction and the government 
took good care that they were 
kept 
away. 


"By this move, however, the wonder- 
ful, 
though 
little-heard-of 
woman's 
movement in the old world has been 
greatly strengthened—a movement that 
will not compromise and that cannot 
be checked." 


Ivnown among his friends 
as the 
"Fiery Cross" orator of Ireland, and 
among English employers as the "Mad 
Mullah" of labor, James Larkin has 
been a consistent foe of militarism and 
narrow nationalism. He is today prac- 
tically outlawed in England. 


"And just as the genuine woman's 
movement in England has not given its 
influence to war," he continued, "so the 
internationalist movement of the old 
world has not been shattered. 


"Industrialists and peace 
advocates, 
even those who have practically been 
forced to take up arms in this great 
strife, are still in touch with one an- 
other, IVen though means of communica- 
tion are limited and dangerous. 


"\^^len the psychological moment ar- 
rives we will take advantage of it. We 
believe now that the war will result in 
a deadlock, and a temporary peace, after 
which the toiling masses of Europe will 
topple the old forms of government in 
which they have little part and set up 
a great new commonwealth. 


"I believe a United States of Europe 
will result. 
This I firmly expect to see 
in my lifetime, and I am already thir- 
ty-seven. 


"It may be that the honor of initiat- 
ing this great thing will fall to America, 
if she prove herself worthy." 


It is for his daring advocacy of re- 
sistance to "narrow nationalism" that 
Larkin has "been going to jail pretty 


regularly for the past twenty years," 
as he puts it. He expects to preach 
this creed in America until after the 
war.

Echool, and Avhich, because it is prac- 
tical, will make him most happy in the 
performance of his work. 
A great edu- 
cator once said of the old school sys- 
tems "that the hours 
spent out 
of 
Bchool have taught the children of this 
country more than thoy ever learned 
in school." 
The country 
boy, 
after 
echool hours, mended the pump, 
fixed 
the harness, built a chicken coop. 
The 
boy of the city learned human nature 
and arithmetic as he vended his papers 
or ran errands for the comer grocer, or 
invented a contrivance whereby a board, 
a roller skate and one foot could steer 
him through a crowded city street. All 
this was life—nature was teaching the 
children in terms of their own experi- 
ence by actual 
problems, whose solu- 
tion was of vital interest to 
them. 
Emerson said he was prouder of being 
jible to mend a shoe than of his abil- 
ity to write a book. 


Excellent Vocational System. 


Indiana has an excellent 
vocational 
educational 
law. 
It 
would 
be inter- 
esting to mothers and fathers of 
the 
past generation if they could see the 
echool books of today, comparing them 
with the books they u.sed. 
Our school 
books are full 
of practical 
problems. 
Questions in arithmetic deal with farm 
problems, problems 
in cooking, 
with 
taxes 
and insurance. 
The 
language 
work is about something which 
the 
children comprehend, how the 
garden 
Is planted, the best breed of horses for 
the farm, how to make a good button 
hole, and other every-day problems in 
a child's life. Pupils are encouraged and 
stimulated to talk about the work at 
home. 
Experimentation 
is encouraged 
at home and at school, a report is made 
upon the work done at home, until the 
children feel that their life is of im- 
portance and that education is life, it 
18 an adaptation of what we know to 
the solution of practical problems.

Pittsburg Commission Spon- 
sor for New Dwellings 
Company. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., July 23.—As a re- 
sult of the investigations and condu- 
sions of the housing commission of the 
Pittsburgh chamber of commerce that 
body stands sponsor for the Sanitary 
Dwellings company, organized to meet 
in as large a measure as possible the 
problem of adequate and modem housing 
facilities in this city. 


Stock in the company will consist of 
1,000 shares at $100 a share, the ven- 
ture beginning operations with a capi- 
tal of $100,000. 
Stock is offered at an 
initial payment of one-quarter, the bal- 
ance being payable in installments of 
$25 as called by the board of directors. 
Officers and directors of the dwellings 
company will be elected when the or- 
ganization is effected, following the full 
subscription to the capital stock. Sub- 
Ecriptions are to become binding when 
$90,000 shall have been subscribed. The 
company has been incorporated. 


The venture is the result of a com- 
prehensive 
inquiry into the needs of 
small dwellings in the city, a subject 
before the housing commission of the 
chamber for months. 
The experience of 
other cities in meeting the requirements 
for small one-family dwellings led the 
commission to urge the organization of 
the dwellings company. 
A study 
of 
.styles of houses led to the adoption of 
the duplex house of from two to four 
rooms, with two complete and self-con- 
tained dwellings under one roof. 


The dwellings company is persuaded 
that the enterprise will not only afford 
a sure return from year to year, prov- 
ing a safe and desirable investment, but 
tenants will have the advantage of a 
modern dwelling at a minimiun rental. 


The commission has selected a tri- 
angular piece of ground in the Fourth 
ward, on which it Is proposed to build 
thirty two-family dwellings, accommo- 
dating sixty families. 
These buildings 
will demonstrate the possibilities 
of 
the use of vacant hillside land and the 
dependability of the system of duplex 
family houses. 
Eventually it is expect- 
ed that the scope of the company will 
be widened and that similar enterprises 
will be located in other parts of the 
city and its immediate environs.

Gocttingfen, Germany, July 10.—Corre- 
f3ponder.ce of i^ie Associated Press —A 
l?aris opera tenor, clad in wooden, shoes, 
dirty mud-streaked 
trousers and 
thread-bare brown sweater vest, sing- 
ing arias from La Tosca, MignOn and 
tlie Barber of Seville on a rude wooden 
stage whose "scenery" consisted of one 
rudely painted drop and a few strips of 
colored paper, to an audicnce of 500 
French and Belgian soldiers, all of them 
as dirty as he, was one of the enter- 
raining'incidents wliich the Associated 
Press eorrespondont encoimtcred on his 
visit to the great war prisoners' camp 
at Goettingen. 


Jean IMainv, initil last August tenor 
of the "Opera de la Gaitc Lyrique" in 
Paris, was tlic singer. It is doubtful 
if in his best role he ever sang better 
tlian lie is singing noAV, seven or more 
times a week, that prison life may be 
more endurable for the thousands of his 
fcliow prisoners. 


The opera at Goettingen has its own 
orchestra Avhioli consists of a pianist on 
the stage in bis shirt, sleeves ami down 
jiraong the audience, English soldiers in 
khaki as violinists and cornetists, Bel- 
gians as flutists. Frenchmen as cellists 
anri a French lawyer as leadi^-. 


It is noteworthy that the Russians, 
who are present in the camp in large 
numbers, neither are represented among 
the musicians nor attend the concerts 
to any extent. As in every other camp, 
they prove to be willing, 
automatic, 
husky workers who have little interest 
in anything but eating all they can get 
when they come back to camp at night, 
and in loafing in dull satisfaction aft- 
erward. 
'' 


Prof. Dr. Karl Stange, of the Uni- 
versity of Goettingen, the friend of ev- 
ery soldier interned regardless of na- 
tionality, is the "instigator" of the con- 
certs: he is president of the tiny uni- 
versity at the camp and instructor of 
most of the classes: he is supervisor of 
tlie foTir-languago library? he is editor- 
in-chief of the French neAvspaper and 
Avill hold the same position on the Eng- 
lish journal that is contemplated; and 
above all he is the confidant of Rus- 
sians, French, Belgians, Flemish, Eng- 
lish and Canadians. 


Goettingen camp lies high up on the 
hillside above the charming university 
town which many Americans know so 
well. 
The camp's eighty-four wooden 
barracks, its four huge kitchens, four 
canteens, store rooms and hospital build- 
ings are laid out symmetrically, with 
a broad, paved street in the middle, ofT 
of which narrower thoroughfares lead. 
The hillside location has facilitated the 
work of making and keeping the camp 
sanitary. The soil is a hard clay, and 
deep drains from top to bottom have 
been built in the earth. 
They lead to 
(lie outskirts of the camp and there 
connect with the sewerage system of 
the town of Goettingen proper. 


From the start the greatest care has 
been paid to hospital 
arrangements. 
Earlier in the war, when a big batch 
of Russians was brought in, cholera was 
discovered. One of the prisoners was 
dead when the train arrived, and thirty- 
eight more died later. 
That was the 
beginning of an isolation camp that has 
been extended until today there are 
rooms for typJioid, tuberculosis, scarlet 
fever and other communicable diseases. 


Goettingen has the same tremendous 
influx of letters and packages that other 
camps have. The staff of censors read 
4.5.000 outgoing letters and cards, 43,- 
000 incoming messages every 
month. 
The packages that have to be inspected 
range in numbers from 20,000 to 25,- 
000 a month. 


Professor Stange expressed a few of 
the ideas by which he ha^ been guided 
in his voluntary work at the institu- 
tion. 


"I have made the soldiers feel," he 
said, "that because they are prisoners, 
they are not looked down upon, that 
one respects them the more because 
they have fought a good fight for their 
country, just as our soldiers are fight- 
ing the good figRt for the Fatherland. 


"So I tell the^, 'Because of the for- 
tunes of war, you are now outside of 
its operations. I, too, because I am be-' 
yond military age, am outside its op- 
eration. Why cannot we work together, 
to the end that you may find your im- 
prisonment a little more tolerable by 
working at what there is to do, by im- 
proving yourselves mentally and physi- 
cally?' 
^ '' 


"Gradually the men have 
come to 
trust me, have come to make a confi- 
dant of me, and have come to take their 
confinement less bitterly. 
Nothing go 
takes it out of a man as to.be a pris- 
oner of war, remote from friends, re- 
mote from the battles in which he 
would like to take his place. 


"It is our task to do for these men 
what is possible, above all to respect 
them as loyal soldiers of countries they 
love quite as much as the German sol- 
dier loves Germany. We can never bo 
the losers if we can make their lot a 
little easier, if ^^e can show them that 
Germapy is not a nation of barbarians."

Rocky Mountain National 


Park is Now Beady for 


Thousands. 


Washington. July 23.-ThÌ9 is the first 
season under national control of 
the 
stupendous, snowcapped mountain ridge 
of Colorado, the "Top of the World," 
the great backbone of the 
continent, 
now and hereafter to be designated the 
Rocky Slountain National park. 
There 
are many mountains in the 
Colorado 
Rockies that exceed 14,000 feet in height, 
but onlv one of them is int-luded m the 
park 
Not for record-breaking altitudes, 
but for its snpn^ne scenic magnihceuce 
and availubilitv for public uso and re- 
sort, was that portion of 
the 
great 
range, of wl-.ich Longs Peak is the ccJi- 
ter, set aside for s])ecial development 
and administration. 


This was done bv congress at its last 
session. On July l'. Secretary Lane took 
formal possession by the appointment 
of Charles K. Trowbridge as temporary 
supervisor, Avitli permanent headquar- 
ters at Estes Park, the natural gateway 
to this region of enchantment. 
The 
work of building a road by the 
Fall 
Rivor canyon from Estes Park across 
the range to Grand lake on the west 
is now actively under way. 
This road 
is the state's contribution to the park. 
The Rocky Mountain National park 
; lies about seventy miles northwest of 
! Denver. 
It contains about .350 square 
miles, not a foot of which is less than 
S.ooo'feet above sea level. 
It lies on 
either side of the Continental Divide, 
which at this point runs 
irregularly 
ncrth and south. 


Bristles with Lofty Peaks. 
This is a wonderful snowcapped range 
carrying glariors in its hollows. 
It in- 
cludes, from Specimen mountain on the 
north, the finest breeding ground in the 
•world for the celebrated Rocky Moun- 
tain sheej), ?viotints lila and Jiilien. Terra 
Tomah peak. Nakai peak. 
Snowdrift 
pealc. Flattop mountain, Tlallett peak, 
Otis peak. Taylor peak, ]\lcllenrys peak, 
Ptorm peak, Blount Lady Washington. 
l!^ngs peak (14.244 feet), Mount Meek- 
er, Pagoda. Qiiefs Head, Mount Alice, 
Tanima peak, :Mahana peak. Ouzel peak. 
,and Mount Copcland, to say nothing of 
many noble mountains rising well apart 
from the divide. 


"It simply bristles with 
mountain 
peaks."' said Enos Mills to the house 
committee on the public lands last De- 
cember, "there are more than sixty that 
rise above 12,000 feet and a number be- 
tween I.S.000 and 14,000 feet, and one 
that rises above 14,000 feet. 
Between 
those peaks are a number of mountain 
lakes, nearly 200 of them. These vary in 
size from a'few acres up to fifty or six- 
ty acres. They are all beautiful. 
Then, 
along with this, remembering that this 
is the continental divide, it is not a high 
barren region. For instance, the timber 
line in the Alps is generally about 6,- 
500 feet, but on these mountains it is 
i.bout 11,500 feet and over to timber 
line. 
There are more than forty spe- 
cies of plants growing. 
In this region 
there are not only mountain peaks and 
mountain lakes, but there are many 
kinds of Avild life. 
For instance, you 
have in this region a great number of 
mountain sheep, an animal as active 
and as alert and agile as the chamois 
in the Alps. 
He ranges in the higher 
parts of this section, sometimes running 
down to the lower regions. 


Grizzlies and Othiefs. 
"In addition to the mountain sheep 
other big game are the grizzly bear and 
the black bear; deer are quite common, 
and that interesting animal, the beav- 
er. is exceedingly common. In addition 
to this, I hope you will remember that 
there are blooming in this section each 
year not less than 1,000 varieties 
of 
wild flowers. 
You cannot find in all 
the Alps in an equal area as many kinds 
of wild plants. 
In reference 
to this 
area being scenic, gentlemen, I want 
to call your attention to the fact that 
there is no place in the world, oflF the 
railroad, that has, during the past few 
years, been visited by as many people 
as this region proposed for the Rocky 
Mountain National park. 
Nature has 
Mr. R. B. Marshall, chief geographer, 
who was commissioned by the govern- 
ment to report on this region, began 
in these words: 


"The region as a whole is as beauti- 
ful as any to be foimd in the United 
States, or, indeed, in the world. There 
is spread before the eye a gorgeous as- 
semblage of wonderful mountain sculp- 
ture Burrounded by fantastic and ever- 
changing clouds suspended 
in an ap- 
parently atomlesfl space. At first view, 
as one beholds the scene in awe and 
amazement, the effect is as of an enor- 
mous painting, a vast panorama stretch- 
ing away to illimitable distances; grad- 
ually this idea of distance disappears, 
the magnificent work of natiure seems 
to draw nearer and nearer, reduced ap- 
parently by an unseen microscope to the 
refinement of a delicate cameo. 
Each 
view becomes a refined miniature fram- 
ed by another more fascinating, the 
whole presenting an impressive picture 
rever to be forgotten." 


Most Frequented of AIL 
This national park is no undiscovered 
paradise of supreme beauty, like the 
Sequoia National park in 
California, 
which, in the twenty-fourth year of its 
existence, had, last season, only 4,067 
visitors. 
More than 50,000 persona vis- 
ited the region now covered by 
the 
Rocky Mountain National 
park 
last 
year, and a considerable proportion of 
these stayed there for a month or more. 
Most of them patronized hotels at Estes 
Park at the base of Longs peak. 
Estes 
Park has not been included in the na- 
tional park only because of its high 
state of development, because of its con- 
eiderable areas of "patented" or 
pri- 
vately owned land. 
In 
effect, 
Estes 
Park is a part of the national park 
nevertheless. 
In fact, the national park 
boundary has been 
indented at that 
point expressly to leave these private 
holdings outside the national jurisdic- 
tion. 


One reason why this region 
is 
go 
much visited is that it is readily reach- 
ed from large centcrs of eastern and 
central population. 
It is only thirty 
hours from Chicago.

TELLS OF DASHES 


French 
Report Describes 
Triumph of Allies 
Over Turk. 


Paris, 
July 
23.—Exploits 
of 
the 
French expeditionary force on the Galli- 
poli peninsula June 21 and 30 in the 
region of Kereves Dere are recounted 
in an 
official statement 
issued 
last 
night regarding the operations in the 
Dardanelles. 


"Four trenches forming steps on a 
slope between the sea and ravine open- 
ing from the village were chosen as the 
objective for an attack on the 21st. A 
west wind covered the field of 
battle 
with clouds of dust swept up by the 
artillery preparations. 


Suddenly about 
11 o'clock metallic 
flashes 
streaked the 
shroud of 
yellow 
dust and the clash 
of bayonets 
was 
heard as the infantry leaped to the as- 
sault. 
One after another the trenches 
fell before the impetuous charge of the 
French troops, which carried them al- 
most to the heights of Krithia beyond 
the farthest point at which the assault 
was aimed. 
»An entire Turkish 
com- 
panv surprised in the first trench sur- 
rendered without resistance. 


"Counter 
attacks 
the 
following 
night," says the official report, "failed 
to budge the victorious 
forces. 
The 
French left completed on June 30 the 
advantages gained on the 21st by cap- 
turing 
a 
group 
of 
communicating 
trenches called "The Quadrilateral" at 
the head of the 
Kreves Dere 
ravine. 
Seven lines, were taken by assault, cer- 
tain colonial troops, carried away 
by 
their enthusiasm, pursuing the 
enemy 
beyond 
the 
objective 
fixed. 
These 
were almost surrendered but were able 
to regain the 'Quadrilateral.' 
We re- 
mained 
in 
undisputed 
possession 
of 
these 
trenches after the 
enemy 
had 
made one unsuccessful and 
disastrous? 
counter attack. 
It was here that Gen, 
Gouraud was wounded. 
, "On the 
night 
of 
July 
4-5 
the 
Turks, 
heavily 
reinforced, 
aided 
by 
aeroplanes and five cruisers of the Bar- 
barosa type, imdertook a general 
at- 
tack. 
They seemed to have lost their 
Bpirit, however. 
Their hesitating ad- 
vance was met by the allies with a dis- 


astrous fire which was held until the 
last possible moment and which inflict 
ed terrible losses 
without a 
foot 
01 
gain for the enemy. 


"Seventeen allied 
aviators 
attacked 
the enemy aerodrome at Chanak on the 
afternoon 
of

fourth. 
Explosive 
bombs were dropped on the

Complaint Links Up Name 
of Terre Haute Official 
as Responsible. 


Terre Haute, Ind., July 23.—Charges 
that Mayor James Gossom made efforts 
to have inmates of certain disorderly 
houses move to another immoral resort 
oAvned by his friends and tliat the mayor 
had stopped gambling in all parts oi 
the city except in the rooms operated 
by the Manhattan club in the Rea build- 
ing are contained in separate suits for 
injunctions to "abate public nuisances," 
which were filed yesterday in the su- 
perior court. 


In the first suit, filed by John Long, 
the petition makes Frank P. Fox, Mal- 
colm Steele and Cleo (Speed) Fogle tlie 
defendants. 
The suit asks for an in- 
junction to "abate a public nuisance" at 
203-5 North Second street, in the "red 
light" district. 


It is alleged that liquor has been sold 
in tlie house and electric pianos have 
been allowed to play there. Mayor Gos- 
som and Malcolm Steele, a member of 
the board of safety, are charged with 
having made efforts to compel some of 
the inmates of other houses to move 
into this place.

Garvin against 
W.

Rea, Herman 
Deming, president of the board of pub- 
lic works; John Ferguson, George Gram- 
mel, John Steele, Fred Mancourt, son of 
the city controller, and Harry (Fatty) 
Wilson. 
It is charged that the defend- 
ants operate what is known as the Man- 
hattan club, in which draw poker, crape, 
and other games of chance are allowed.

Paris Tells of Spirited Encounters on 
Western War Front. 


Paris, July 23.—The French war de- 
partment today gave out the follow- 
ing communication:

neighborhood of Souches there was vio- 
lent cannonading and grenade 
fighting, 


"Between the Oise and the Aisne, in 
the region of Quennevieres, and on the 
plateau of Mouvron, on the right bank 
of the Aisne near Soupier, and on tno 
Champagne front several artillery ac- 
tions also were reported. 


"In the Argonne there was rifle and 
gun firing in the region of Bagatelle, 
where one of our companies succeeded 
yesterday in seizing part of an enemy 
trench, thus strengthening the front to 
our advantage.

"In the region of Arracourt a strong

"The positions we had won to the

Blind Tiger Charges Filed 
Against Hof Brau and 
Hotel Edwin. 


Tlie right of cafes to sell and serve 
liquor to customers in rooms not desig- 
nated by their licenses will be tested 
in the trial of blind tiger charges up- 
on which Henry A. Wiebke, proprietor 
of the Hof Brau, at Calhoun and Co- 
lumbia streets, and Edwin S. Klein- 
dinst, proprietor of the Hotel Edwin, at 
Main street and Maiden 
lane, 
have 
been 
arrested. 
The affidavits 
were 
drawn by Prosecuting Attorney Harry 
H. Hilgemann and signed by Chief of 
Police Charles Lenz. 
Kleindinst was 
arrested Thursday evening, but service 
has not been had on Wiebke because he 
had just left for an outing at Cirooked 
lake. 
He will be arrested on his re- 
turn. 


The charges are the outgrowth of 
evidence 
furnished by half 
a 
dozen 
Churubusco youths, who have made af- 
fidavits that they were served intox- 
icating drinks in both cafes 
without 
question as to their ages. 
Because the 
lads 
either 
could not or would not 
identify the waiters who served them 
in the cafes no ground of action could 
be found against the places. 
It then 
was decided to proceed against the pro- 
prietors on blind tiger charges. 


The outcome will be determined on 
the way the courts look at the question 
of whether a waiter who serves drinks 
in a room not covered by the retail li- 
quor license is legally 
acting as the 
agent of the consumer or of his em- 
ployer. 
If he should be held to have 
acted in such case as the agent of the 
proprietor of the place a blind tiger 
charge doubtless can be made to stick. 


Should convictions be obtained in the 
cases filed the effect will be of sweep- 
ing 
character 
against all 
restaurants 
and hotels that serve drinks in their 
cafes. 
Action was taken after Prose- 
cuting Attorney Hilgemann had thor- 
oughly examined the laws in an eflfort 
to find some way by which to proceed 
against the Hof Brau and the Hotel 
Edwin. 


There never has been enforcement in 
Fort Wayne of the blind tiger law from 
this angle and the outcome of the suiti* 
already begun is fraught not only with 
great interest to the public but with 
important consequences to proprietors 
of all cafes that serve drinks.

show It is wavering along the curv-

SOLOMON DEDICATES THE 
TEM-

LEBSON TEXT—I Kings 8:2MO. 
GOLDEN TEXT—My home »h>Jl b* 


called a house of prayer tor nil people, 
lea. 56.7. 


To teach this leuaon properly refer- 


ence must be made to the building of 
the temple (ch. 6), to the building of 
Solomon's palace and that for bin 
Egyptian wile (ch. 7), and also to the 
,renewal of the ark from the "tent of 
meeting," in Zlon, to Its new dwelling 
place In the temple. The time con- 
sumed in erecting the tempi* (Boren 
yean, I Kings 6:38), the number of 
men 
employed (approximately 150,- 


000), and the skill and magnificence of 
the building (I Kings 6:7) will serve 
aa an interesting Introduction to the 
dedication ceremonies proper. Those 
present on this occasion are suggested 
In verses two and three; the time 
consumed was seven days (v. 66) and 
the condition of Solomon's heart (r. 6) 
Is seen in the multitude of his sacri- 
fices. The temple marks the begin- 
ning of a new era in Hebrew history, 
one of great outward glory, though 
It was not one of inward strength 
as the speedy breaking up of the king- 
dom and the final captivities give evi- 
dence. 
Professor Beecher sets the 


date of this event as being "about the 
twelfth year of Solomon's reign—say 
1012 B. C." There has probably not 
been In all time a sacred building Ita 
equal for magnificence or situation. 
Read any good Bible dictionary for Its 
description. It is a type of the Chrls- 
| tlan (I Cor. 3:10-16). 


I. Solomon's Veneration, TT, 22-24. 


Solomon's temple was a place of sacri- 
fice but more than all It was a house 
of prayer (Matt. 21:13) and his dedi- 
catory prayor ia the longest prayer 
recorded In the Scriptures. In it is 
to be found no mention of the temple 
as a place of sacrifice, yet no prayer 
Is heard apart from sacrifice. Each 
article of the temple furniture had Its 
special teaching but the greatest teach- 
ing of all was that of God's proximity 
and his readiness to hear the petitions 
of his servants. Solomon personally 
brought his thanks and his petition 
before the altar whereon lay th^ sacri- 
fice (see Heb. 9:22; 10:19, 20; John 
14:6), and even there he "spread forth 
his hands" in token of supplication, . 
adoration nnd worship. We can "come j 
boldly to a throne of graco" and need 
not priest or sacrament, for we have 
one who "ever llveth to Intercede for 
us," Christ Jesus. 


II. God'* Word Verified, W. 26, 26. 


Solomon repeatedly referred to the 
fact that he has fulfilled God's prom- 
ise to his father David in building 
the templo. God is a covenant-keep- 
ing God. • Upon this fact Solomon 
voices his plea for future blessing*. 
Every part of this prayer is worthy 
of careful study. 
Solomon's "there- 


fore" (v. 25) reveals his acceptance 
of God's words to David (ch. 2:4). 
This word of Jehovah is sure and 
steadfast (Jer. 33:17-20) and Solomon's 
use of God's promise (2 Sam. 7:12-16) 
is an exhortation to us that we bass 
our petitions upon some one of God's 
promises. Praying thus we can rest 
assured that our prayer is in the will 
o£ God and therefore that it will be 
heard (I John 5:14,16). 


III. God's Vltion, vv. 27-30. See also 


2 Chron. 7:1-3, 12-22; I Kings 9:1-9. 
As the king concluded his prayer the 
cloud resting over the holy of holies 
grew bright and dazzling and fire fell 
upon and consumed the sacrifices; the 
priests stood without in awe and 
amazement; the whole people fell upon 
their faces, and worshiped and praised 
Jehovah. Even with all of this special 
manifestation Solomon did not con- 
ceive of Jehovah a "local, tribal 
deity." Earth could not contain him, 
nor the heaven and the heaven of 
heavens (v. 27). 
God fills the whole 


universe (Ps. 129:7-16) yet he did and 
does give us special local manifesta- 
tions of himself. It Is this same vast 
God who dwelt fully In Jesus Christ 
(John 1:14; Col. 2:9). "Will (such a) 
God indeed dwell on the earth?" He 
who created the universe? Yet this 
God turned this vision towards the 
temple "day and night." Solomon cov- 
eted such scrutiny for In that temple 
God bad said: "My name shall be 
there" (v. 23) and his nome is "Love" 
(I John 4:8; see also 2 Chron. 6:20, 
40). This prayer is for us granted in 
him whom tho temple typifies, our 
Lord Jesus (John 14:13, 14). The eyes 
of God are ever towards him and 
ready to answer the petition made in 
his name. There is a great lesson for 
the Christian and for the Christians' 
epecial 
places 
of 
worship, 
our 


churches, in this wonderful promise of 
Jehovah regarding his name. 


Accompanying this ceremony was 


the "Feast of Tabernacles" (vv. 62, 
63; 2 Chron. 7:4-11) which usually 
lasted seven days but on this occasion 
continued for fourteen days. It was 
a time of great joy and gladness of 
heart for all the goodness and mercy 
of the Lord (seo I Kings 8:65, 66; 2 
Chron. 7:9. }0).

In this connection, Merrill Mnores, nil Indianapolis lawyer of 


high standing, has written an opinion in which he declares that the, 
real estate men have taken an erroneous view of the purpose of the 
suit. From the very besimiiiiR, says Mr. Jloores, Hie Barrett law 
gave the property owner the rit,'lit to prepay bis assessment by Riv- 
ing six months' notice and paying six months extra interest. .The 
legislature, in 1013, amended the law so as to take from the property 
owner this privilege of prepayment. That of 1915 again amended 
the law so as to restore the privilege to owners. 


The amendment of 1915, as originally introduced by a Fort, 


Wayne member, Mr. Moorcs believes, was eminently right and proper 
and should have been passed in its original form, but it was through 
Indianapolis influences that the provision for the reinvestment of 
funds by tho city controller was tacked on, and it is this amendment 
that is the basis for the present suit. Summed up, the new action 
does not asume to dispute the right, of any person interested to pre- 
pay his bond assessment and thus stop interest charges. It is mere- 
ly contended that the proceeds of such payments be turned over to 
the bondholder to whom it of right belongs instead of being reinvest- 
ed by the city to await the maturity o£ the bond on which it is a 
payment.

SANITARY HOUSES 


Pittsburg Commission Spon- 


sor for New Dwellings 


Company. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., July 23.—As a re- 


sult of the investigations and conclu- 
sions of the housing commission of the 
Pittsburgh chamber of commerce that 
body stands sponsor for the Sanitary 
Dwellings company, organized to meet 
in us large a measure as possible the 
problem of adequate and modern housing 
facilities in this city. 


Stock in the company will consist of 


1,000 
shares at $100 a share, the ven- 


ture beginning operations with a capi- 
tal of $100,000. 
Stock is offered at an 


initial payment of one-quarter, the bal- 
ance being payable in installments of 
$26 as called by the board of directors. 
Officers and directors of the dwellings 
company will be elected when the or- 
ganization is effected, following the full 
subscription to the capital stock. Sub- 
scriptions are to become binding when 
.$90,000 shall have been subscribed. The 
company has been incorporated. 


The venture is the result of a com- 


prehensive inquiry into the needs of 
small dwellings in the city, a subject 
before the housing commission of the 
chamber for months. The experience of 
other cities in meeting the requirements 
for small one-family dwellings led the 
commission to urge the organization of 
the dwellings company. A study 
of 


tylcs of houses led to the adoption of 
he duplex house of from two to four 
rooms, with two complete and sctf-coTi- 
;nincd dwellings under one roof. 


The dwellings company is persuaded 


;hat the enterprise will not only afford 
a sure return from year to year, prov- 
ing a safe and desirable investment, but 
tenants will have the advantage of a 
modern dwelling at a mtnimum rental. 


The commission has selected a tri- 


angular piece of ground in the Fourth 
ward, on which it is proposed to build 
thirty two-family dwellings, accommo- 
dating sixty families. These buildings 
will demonstrate the possibilities 
of 


the use of vacant hillside land and the 
dependability of the system of duplex 
family houses. Eventually it is expect- 
ed that the scope of the company will 
be widened and that similar enterprises 
will be located in other parts of the 
city and its immediate environs.

IS BROUGHT TO CITY 


Practically little new wheat has been 


o'ellvcred in Fort Wayne according to 
Information received at the Mayflower, 
Globe and City mills Friday, although the 
grand rush is expected within the next 
two or three days. 


JThe wheat that has been received is 


in poor condition and extremely damp, 
although the grain is good, much of It is 
heavy and has to be worked at once to 
keep it from spoiling. This condition is 
due to the frequent rains. 
The weight 


averages little more than sixty pounds. 


The yield this year will 
run 
from 


twenty-five to thirty bushels to the acre, 
although a few fields have yielded more. 
The hay crop' is the best in years. Oats 
are coming nicely and the corn prospects 
are for a large crop. 
Local dealers are 


paying $1 a bushel for new wheat and 
H.10 for old.
